The first thing that should be very obvious to any believer is 


that there is no difference between him and Christ, just as 
there is no difference between Christ and God the Father. 


The same union that exists between Father and Christ also 
exists between Christ and every believer. 


As Christ is, so also is every Son and daughter of God. 


The earlier you settle this in your heart, the clearer 
Christianity becomes to you. 


Christ himself taught us this when he said in John 17:16: 
"They are not of the world, even as I am not of the world."

He was praying for us to God when he made this declaration. 


This is a very touching statement coming from our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


He is praying to God, and talking about us to God. 
"They are not of the world..." He says. 

Who are these that he is speaking of? 

He is speaking about Believers in Christ. 


Jesus is saying to the Father concerning us, "they are not of 
the world..." 


"I don't belong to the world. They don't either". 
"I did not originate from the world. They didn't." 


"Iam not a product of the world. They too are not products 
of this world". 


"They are not of the world, as I am not of the world." 
He makes us equal with himself. What a glorious statement. 


It would have been easy, very easy, for Christ to say that we 
are not like him. 


If he had said so, we would very easily have believed him. 
But that’s not what he says about us. 


Throughout the scriptures, Christ describes us in the exact 
same terms with which he describes himself. 


Here, he says that we are not of this world just as he is not 
of this world. 


There is no greater honor than to be of the same origin with 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Christ is from above. I too am from above. This is marvelous! 
Wake up. See! You are not of this world. 


And if we are not of the world, then we are like Christ, 
because Christ is the only one who is not of this world. 


The religious minds will find it impossible to understand this. 
Every believer is the same as Christ. 

Every believer is one with Christ. 

Jesus said "I and my Father are one" 

You too can rightly say "I and my Lord are one" 


The religious minds will ask "Are you making yourself 
Christ?" 


"Well", you can reply "Christ is in me". 

One Spirit with Him 

1Cor 6:17: "But he that is joined unto the Lord is one spirit." 
Here comes another level! 


We are one Spirit with the Lord Jesus Christ because we are 
joined unto him. 


The day you received his life and you were baptized, you were 
joined into the body of Christ. You became one Spirit with 
him. 

We are no longer separate or distinct from The Lord. 


It is important for you to understand that you are one Spirit 
with Christ. 


When you understand this, all mental pressure Instantly lifts 
off from you. You suddenly realize that you are not the one 
doing the work, but Christ in you. 


Your Christianity becomes enjoyable and powerful. 


But if, like many Christians do, you keep trying to “be like 
Christ” you will only end up frustrated. 


You cannot become like Christ through any effort of yours. 


You become like Christ through the working of his Spirit in 
you. 


If someone asks you "Are you Jesus Christ?" The right 
answer should be "I and the Lord Jesus are one". 


This will blow the religious mind! 


As one Spirit with Christ, you can do the works that he does. 
In fact, the Lord Jesus manifests his power by you. 


When you lay your hands on the sick, it is Jesus hands laying 
there. 


When you command demons to go, it is Jesus voice speaking. 
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When you move, it is Jesus moving. You are one Spirit with 
the Master. He is in you, and you are in him. 


His Spirit dwells in you. 
You are now a Son. So you call God “Father”. 


Gal 4:6-7: "6 And because ye are sons, God hath sent forth 
the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 
7 Wherefore thou art NO MORE A SERVANT, but a son; and 
if a son, then an heir of God through Christ." 


We have received the Spirit of Jesus because we are sons of 
God. And that Spirit qualifies us to call God "Abba" meaning 
Father. 


Only the spirit of Christ can call upon God as Father. The 
spirit of the world does not have such a relationship with 
God. 


Those who have not received the Spirit of Christ cannot relate 
with God as Father. 


Therefore, we who have received the Spirit of Christ are no 
more servants (slaves), we are now sons, just as Jesus. 


As sons of God, we are heirs of God. Inheritors of God's 
kingdom. Possessors of his great riches. What an awesome 
life! 


We are heirs of God through Christ. All that Christ has 
belongs to us. 


We have access to the full riches of God by virtue of our 
oneness with Christ Jesus. 


It can't get any better than that! 
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Clothed With Christ 


Gal 3:27: "For as many of you as have been baptized into 
Christ have put on Christ." 


Like a garment. We are clothed with Christ. 

These are amazing truths that all God's children must digest. 
Christ is in you 

You are in Christ. 

You are clothed with Christ. 

In other words, you are dressed up in Christ. 

The religious mind cannot phantom this: 


You see, religion teaches us differently. Religion says we are 
sinners and unrighteous. But that's not what God says. 


Father says that those who have been baptized into Christ 
have put on Christ. They are now clothed in Christ. When 
you look at such people, you look at Christ. 

When the devil looks at you, guess who he is seeing: Christ. 


Now you can understand why Jesus instructed us to abide 
in him. 


Only in Christ can you enjoy such glory. 


When you are baptized into Christ, you put on Christ. You 
cease being your old self. 
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You should always say to yourself “J am clothed with Christ. 
Iam in Christ.” 


Now take note: this is for those who have been "baptized into 
Christ" 


He didn't say baptized into water, but baptized into Christ 
These are two different things. 

One can be baptized in water and yet not baptized into 
Christ. There are many who go through baptism as a mere 
retual of conscience. But that doesn't bring them into Christ. 


Baptism into Christ is done in the Spirit by the Holy Ghost. 


Only the Holy Spirit can baptize you into Christ. This is what 
we mean by being baptized in the Holy Ghost! 


The moment you are baptized in the Holy Ghost, you become 
a member of the body of Christ. You are clothed with Christ. 


You begin to function as Christ. You begin to do the works of 
Christ. 


You become just as he is. 

1Jn 4:17: "Herein is our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment: because as he is, so are we 
in this world." 

Not in heaven, but right here in this world. 


You are just as he is. 


One with Christ. 
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Therefore settle it firmly in your heart that you are not a 
different person. You are one Spirit with Christ. 


His desires are your desires 

His will is your will. 

His interests becomes your interest. 

Your life is no longer yours. He lives in you and through you. 
You no longer do your own pleasures. You do his pleasure. 
You go where he wants to go. 

You say what he wants to say. 


This is the life of those who have become one with Christ. 
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CHAPTER Zz: 
YOU ARE FILLED WITH CHRIST 


KKAKK 
A two months old baby boy was dying. The mother of the 
child had lost her first baby to this same strange sickness, 


and now she was very distraught over the prospect of losing 
her second child. 


She was introduced to me by a mutual acquaintance, and 
she came to me with her sick child. As I touched the child, I 
felt the excessive temperature of the child. It was way 
beyond anything I had ever experienced before. 


I laid my right hands on the scalp of the child and my left 
hand under the foot of the child, and then I commanded the 
evil spirit to come out. Instantly, the power of God flowed 
through the child like waves of glory, bringing healing and 
deliverance to the child and his mother. 

Today, that child is a healthy young boy. 


KKEKK 


In our previous chapter we saw that we are one with Christ, 
and we are clothed with him. 


But it doesn’t end there. 
Christ is in us, and we are filled up with him. 


Col 2:10: "And ye are complete in him, which is the head of 
all principality and power:" 
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The original text of that passage implies that we are 
"completely filled by him". 


In other words, just as Christ is filled with God, so also are 
we filled with Christ. 


You can't imagine the beauty of this statement. Take a 
moment to meditate on it. 


Christ practically inhabits you. His Spirit is resident in you. 
This should sink into your deepest consciousness. 
If you are a son of God, you are a habitation of Christ Jesus. 


Now you must realize that Christ is not far away in some 
glorious clouds. 


He is completely tabernacled in you. 


The Embodiment of Christ 
Christ is the embodiment of the Godhead. 
We are the embodiment of Christ. 


Here we see a complete Union and oneness of God's family 
that is impossible to explain. 


As the fullness of the Godhead bodily dwells in Christ, so also 
the fullness of Christ bodily dwells in the believer. 


He is the manifestation of the Father, and we are the 
manifestations of Christ. 
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We are not mere ambassadors. No. We are more than that. 
We are extensions of Christ. 
We are his body — his eyes, ears, nose, limbs 


Eph 5:30: "For we are members of his body, of his flesh, and 
of his bones." 


And Christ is the head - supreme commander - of all 
principality and power. 


All authority is subject under Christ, whether they be in 
heaven, on earth, or under the earth. 


And we are the embodiment of Christ. 


This is the reason why Christians are given the responsibility 
of representing Christ. We are his ambassadors. 


Wherever you find a believer, you find the totality of Christ 
right there. 


Believers therefore are to exercise the authority of Jesus. 


John 14:20: "At that day ye shall know that I am in my 
Father, and ye in me, and I in you. 


There comes a day when the believer realizes that he is in 
perfect union with Christ, just as Christ is in perfect union 
with God. 

Christ is in God. 


We are in Christ. 


Christ is in us. 
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When the Holy Ghost comes upon a believer, this union is 
made manifestly clear to him. 


So, to you who is still skeptical, this is what Jesus is saying 
"On that day, you will know..." 


Which day is he talking about? 

The day when the Holy Spirit comes on you. 

Have you received the Holy Ghost? If yes, then it should be 
manifestly clear to you that you are in perfect union with 
Christ. 


Why then are many believers unsure of themselves? 


Because they don't listen to the Holy Spirit. They listen to 
their flesh instead. 


The flesh is an enemy of God. If you listen to the flesh it will 
drive you far away from the presence of God. 


The flesh cannot experience the kingdom of God. 


But if you are in the spirit, you will know that you are in 
Christ, and Christ is in you. 


1Jn 4:4: "Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome 
them: because greater is he that is in you, than he that is in 
the world." 


This verse leaves us with no doubt. 


We are of God. "They are not of the world even as Iam not of 
the world." 
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We have overcome the world. "Whatsoever is born of God 
overcomes the world." 


Masters over the World 


Christ in us is greater than the prince of this world. "Ye are 
complete in him which is the head of all principality..." 


So, when we put all these together, we discover that we are 
masters over the forces of darkness because of the indwelling 
presence of Christ. 


Our Union with Christ is not a mere hypothesis. It's not an 
illusion or a symbolic expression. 


Our Union with Christ is as real as Christ's union with God. 
And this union gives us commanding mastery over the world. 


1Jn 3:1: "Behold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called the sons of God: 
therefore the world knoweth us not, because it knew him 
not. 


Now here comes a sweet Melody to my soul. It says “Behold!" 
See! Take those religious glasses off and see! 


And then you will realize "what manner of love" Father has 
lavished on us! 


This type of love has no comparison. It has no likeness to it. 
It has no duplicate. Father's love for his children is 
incomprehensible. 


There are many believers who are still struggling with self- 
doubt. They keep wondering whether God loves them or not. 
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Quit complaining! 


Father has lavished his absolute love on us that he has called 
us his sons. His own sons! 


We are sons of God! 

Not servants. "Thou art no more a servant..." 

But a Son! 

Now, once again, we are not sons in theory, or by illusion. We 
are sons in reality. As much as Christ is God's Son, so also 
are we God's sons and daughters! 

This is simply because we have been made one with Christ. 


Now he goes further than that. 


He tells us "The world don't know us because it didn't know 
Christ!" 


What? 
Does that mean that we are exactly like Christ? Oh yes! 


We are one with Christ. We are joint-heirs with Christ. He is 
in us, and we are in him. 


No Difference 


There is no difference between the believer and Christ, 
because they are both in each other. 


So, if you can recognize Christ, then you can recognize the 
believer. 
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But because the world couldn't recognize Christ, they can't 
recognize us believers. 


What an amazing wisdom of God! 
Anyone who wants to know who you are must first train 
himself to know who Christ is, because you are one with 


Christ. 


As a believer, therefore, you must recognize that just as 
Christ is, so are you in this world! 


This is clearly beyond all religious dogma. 
This is God own opinion of us. 


I must add, however, that it takes a lot of meditation in order 
for this truth to sink in. 


You’re going to need hours of meditating on God’s word if you 
must manifest this truth in yourself. 


Satan is always ready to sink his lying claws into your mind 
and rip out the beating heart of God’s word from you. You 
must not allow him do so to you. 


Stay focused on the word of God. Keep meditating on it. 
Maintain a steady gaze on his glory. Gradually, you will 
become exactly like what you see. 


1Jn 3:2: "Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he 
is." 


Now he speaks of our physical appearance. 
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When we see him, we shall be a reflection of him because we 
shall see him as he is. 


What we see on him is what we become. 
And we shall see him as he is. 


Christ was once in flesh, but after his resurrection he was 
transformed and given a glorious body. 


We now are likewise in flesh. It has not become obvious what 
we shall finally look like. But of course we know that when 
the fullness of time shall come, this mortal body shall be 
transformed into the same body as Christ. 

Christ is a new kind. His body has a perfect union of physical 
and spirit properties. Death no longer has Dominion over 
him. That's the kind of body we shall receive. 


A body unlimited by any diseases, tiredness or weakness. A 
perfect body, a perfect spirit, a perfect soul. 


That's our ultimate destination. 


Nevertheless, even though we may yet be in flesh, we are still 
sons of God even now. 


Our Sonship is not limited by our physical appearance. 
This flesh in which we live does not identify us. 
Our identity comes from the Spirit of Christ who lives in us. 


So, right now...even at this very moment...we are fully sons 
of God. 


Our true appearance will be revealed when Christ is revealed. 
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We shall see him face to face, and we shall look like him in 
all appearance. 


However, we are fully sons of God even now. 
Hallelujah! 


One Single Tree 


John loia: “I am the vine, ye are the branches: He that 
abideth in me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit: for without me ye can do nothing." 

A tree is broadly made up of roots, vine, and branches. 


The Spirit is the root. Invisible, yet present. Holding up the 
tree and supplying it with all nourishment and life. 


The vine is the strength of the tree. It's through the vine that 
life flows. The vine distributes life into the branches. 


The branches are the beauty of the tree. The branches bear 
the fruits. The branches bring glory to the tree. 


Christ is the vine. We are the branches. 
We are one tree. "...Ye in me and I in you" 


We must abide in the vine. We must maintain this unity, and 
be subject to our Master. 


Christ bears us up. 
Christ gives us life. 


Christ gives us the spirit. 
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Christ is the author of our being. 
We proceed and originate from him. He is our source. 


It is inconceivable therefore that any believer would venture 
out on his own. 


Those who would venture out of Christ are not truly of Christ. 
They would be fruitless, dead, and powerless. 


Such persons will be cut off from the fellowship of the Spirit. 


But when we abide in Christ as he abides in us, we become 
very fruitful. It must be pointed out that there is no typical 
difference between the vine and the branches. Both are one 
tree. Both have one nature. Both are of one type. 


The believer is of the same nature and type with Christ, 
whether he be a Jew or a gentile. 


The believer is an offshoot of Christ. 

Amen! 

John 20:17: "Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not; for I am 
not yet ascended to my Father: but go to my brethren, and 
say unto them, I ascend unto my Father, and your Father; 


and to my God, and your God." 


Take note of those ground breaking words: "my father, and 
your father; ...my God, and your God" 


What was Christ insinuating here? That we are his siblings? 
Yes, indeed! 


We are siblings of Christ. 
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This may sound shocking to the religious fanatics, but this 
is exactly what the gospel teaches: that Man, through Christ, 
is born into the household of God! 


First Among Many Sons 
Christ is firstborn. First among many sons. 
We are brothers and sisters of Christ Jesus. 


We all have one Father and God. YHWH is his name! The God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 


So we see here how Christ births us into a new life. The life 
of a Son of God. 


Christ is bringing to us a new understanding that just as he 
is, so also are we in this world. 


As a believer, you must understand your true identity. You 
must know who exactly you are, without apologies. 


You are a Son of God, as much as Christ is a Son. 
In fact, you are in Christ, and Christ is in you in reality. 


You are one and the same with Christ, for you proceeded out 
of Christ and you came from him. 


You are not another Christ, for there is no two Christ. 


You are one with our Lord and Master Jesus Christ, and you 
are in him, he in you. 


When we leave this world, we will return back to Christ out 
of whom we proceeded into this world. 
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As a believer, therefore, you are a new creature! One that has 
never been before. 


Glory! 


1Jn 4:13: "Hereby know we that we dwell in him, and he in 
us, because he hath given us of his Spirit." 


How indeed can we be sure that we are in Christ, and Christ 
in us? 


In order words, how can we be sure that we are one and the 
same with Christ? 


He gives us a clear answer at this point. He says "This is how 
you know that we are in him and he is in us: He has gaven 
us his spirit!" 

Spirit is nature. 

Spirit is life. 

Spirit is reality. 

Spirit is vitality. 

Christ has given us his nature, life, reality, and vitality. 

We have the Holy Spirit of Christ in us. 

We have the nature of Christ in us. 


We are therefore of the same nature and kind with Christ. 


Oh! What manner of love! 
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God, in his infinite love, has chosen us before the foundation 
of the world, to be his Sons and daughters, through the body 
Christ Jesus. 


Being born again therefore is not a mere change of attitude. 
No! 


It's far more than that. 
Being born again involves a death and a resurrection. 


Our old man dies. That carnal man dies. A new man is born 
in its place. 


John 1:12-13:"12 But as many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name: 13 Which were born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God." 


Those who received Christ... "J in them" ...received the 
authority to become Sons of God. 


Take note: he didn't say "Those who accepted him" 
Rather, he said "Those who received him..." 
These are two different things. 


The devil accepts the person and authority of Christ. But 
Satan cannot receive Christ. 


To receive [the word in Greek is lambano] is a more active 
form. It implies taking hold of something and carrying it away 
as personal. 


Christ has been given to us by God. "For God so love the 
world..." 
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We are to receive Christ: "...open the door, I will come in" 


When Christ comes in, a metamorphosis takes place and we 
become sons of God. 


We are reborn. Completely reborn. 
Born by what? 


We are born again not by human sexual desires, or by any 
such corrupt methods. 


We are born purely by God. 


Therefore, the identity of a Son of God is crystal clear. He is 
the product of God. 


It is very important that you understand that your new birth 
is not a product of human fiat. You were not born again by 
your own effort, or by any human effort. You were born by 
God. 


This birth is a spiritual birth by the Spirit through the word 
of God. 
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CHAPTER 3: 
YOU ARE BORN IMMACULATE 


KKKKK 


High blood pressure ts one of the deadliest and most 
stubborn killer diseases in the world. It's often referred to as 
the silent killer. 


So when a woman was brought to me on the 23rd of Dec, 
2019 with very high blood pressure, I wasn't surprised to 
see her frightened and restless. Her blood pressure was so 
high that it had affected her right leg and she couldn't walk 

properly with it. 


I calmed her fears and reassured her she wasn't going to die. 
Then I touched her lightly on her arms and legs. Instantly, 
the power of God like an electric current flowed through her. 
She began to vibrate uncontrollably. The demons which 
oppressed her came out and she was completely free. Her 
legs were completely healed too. 


She celebrated Christmas whole and perfectly healthy. 
KKAKK 
Many believers know and agree that Christ was born through 
an immaculate conception. 


But they don't know that every Son of God is also born 
through an immaculate seed. 


As a Child of God, you are the product of an immaculate 
conception. 
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1Pet 1:23: "Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and abideth 
forever." 


In every man, there is a seed which goes into the woman and 
genders a new offspring according to the flesh. 


That seed in man is his reproductive element. The medical 
doctors call it semen. 


The Word refers to it as corruptible seed. 


Indeed, it is corruptible seed and what it reproduces is the 
corrupted nature of man. 


The corrupted seed of man reproduces corrupted man. 


The seed of man is corrupted by sin and sickness. Corrupted 
by wickedness and unbelief. 


But the seed of God is incorruptible. 

God's seed is pure, uncontaminated, and incorruptible. 
That is the seed by which you are born into God's family 
Products of God’s Seed 


We are products of God's seed. Therefore we are 
incorruptible! 


We are uncontaminated. And we cannot be contaminated. 
We are products of God's seed. 


Wow! I feel like screaming over the top of my head! 
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Incorruptible!!!! That is what I am. 

There are many believers out there who are constantly 
struggling with sin consciousness. They keep worrying 
whether they are holy enough or whether they still need more 
repentance. 

Some believers feel they have things to confess and repent 
every day. These are babes. They do not yet know their true 
identity in Christ. 

You are a product of the incorruptible seed of God, therefore 
you are incorruptible. Sin cannot have dominion over you. 
Sin is no longer your nature. 

Righteousness is your nature. 

It doesn't end there: what is this incorruptible seed? 

Let's see: the incorruptible seed is the word of God! 

We are born by the word of God, which lives and abides 
forever. He said so clearly in James 1:18: "Of his own will 
begat he us with the word of truth, that we should be a kind 
of firstfruits of his creatures." 

So, we are products of God's word. 

We are born of God's word. 


Therefore, we are God's living word. "...as he is, so are we..." 


As a believer, you are the living word of God made flesh, just 
like Jesus. 


Oh, what magnificent glory!

I am a new creation, I am the word of God manifest in flesh. 
Iam God's Son. I am incorruptible. 


What a glorious revelation this is. 


So, knowing this, your Christian walk becomes focused on 
Christ. 


You follow his steps. You act like him, talk like him, and do 
the works that he did. 


This revelation brings you up to a mature level where you 
stop fighting within yourself. You stop doubting your 
salvation. You grow up into a mature Christian life. 


Now his life begins to flow through you, and you become 
indeed an expression of Christ Jesus. 


No Longer I That Lives 


This is exactly what Paul meant when he wrote in Gal 2:20: 
"Iam crucified with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself for me." 


It's not the old man who is living anymore. 
That old man died on that cross with Christ. 


The new man lives in me now. And this new man is the risen 
Christ. You need to clearly understand this. 


1Jn 5:20: "And we know that the Son of God is come, and 
given us an understanding, that we may know him that is 
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true, and we are in him that is true, even in his Son Jesus 
Christ. This is the true God, and eternal life." 


Do you have this understanding which Christ has given to 
us or are you still struggling with your old mentality? 


Christ has come, and has given us a new understanding. 
What understanding? 
An understanding of who and what we are. 


He came and made us understand the true God, and that we 
are in his Son. 


In other words, he brought us into acquaintance with the 
true God, and made us partakers of his deity by bringing us 
into union with his Son. 


We are members of the Godhead because we share in the 
Sonship of his Son Jesus Christ. 


This central truth of the gospel gives us the understanding 
that we are not just followers of Christ, but we are very much 
sons and daughters of God just like Christ. 


We have come a very long way from our old man. 


Our old self is long dead. We are a new creature. Recreated 
in Christ. 


God's immense love has elevated us into the Godhead. We 
are now members of the Father and of his Son. 


Every believer must come to a total and complete 

understanding of this truth. Any believer that fails to get this 

new understanding will always flounder. Such a believer will 
33 


remain a babe, tossed about, confused, and always 
immature in the affairs of God. 


Recreated Brand New 
2Cor 9:17: “Therefore it any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; behold, all things are 


become new." 


As if what we've learned so far was not enough, he goes on to 
show us details of our recreation. 


He says "if any man be in Christ..." 
You can't afford this new status on your own. Nobody can. 


You can't strike out on your own and waltz into the Godhead. 
You must be born into God's family through Christ. 


Our entire identity comes only in Christ. Our location must 
be in Christ. Therefore he says, if any man be in Christ... 


"he is a new creature..." 


So here we have it. In Christ Jesus you are a new entity, a 
new creature, one that never existed before. 


You have no past in Christ. No yesterday. 
In Christ, you cease being that person whom your mother 
gave birth to. That person is dead and buried. You are a new 


creature. 


As a believer, you ought to see yourself just as Father sees 
you: A new creature. 
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God knew you before the foundation of the world, and 
preordained that you would be his Son. 


He has made you after the image and likeness of his Son 
Jesus Christ. It says in Rom 8:29: "For whom he did 
foreknow, he also did predestinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among many 
brethren." 


So you are a new creature, made after the image of Christ! 


And he goes ahead to say "Old things are passed away, and 
all things have become new" 


Old things about you are past. 

Your old mentality, your old understanding, your old human 
nature, your old way of talking, acting, seeing. All is passed 
away. 

Your old birth is also passed away. 

You have a new birth. An immaculate birth. 


And all things are become new. 


New life, new understanding, new way of talking, new living, 
new nature, new being. 


You are entirely new in Christ. 


Memory Confusion 


You see, most Christians allow their memory to fool them. 
They retrieve information from their old memories and judge 
themselves by that memory. This is where they mix things 
up. 
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Don't let the carnal mind interfere with your new identity. 


God didn't wipe your memory away when you received the 
new Life of Christ, but he certainly doesn't want your memory 
to wipe you away from his kingdom. 


When you were born again, you became a new man. 
You are now required to educate this new man with the word 
of God, and develop a new mindset. This mindset is called 


the mind of Christ. 


Your new identity is far beyond the comprehension of the 
ordinary man. 


Walk in line with that new identity. 


Don't walk according to the world. The world doesn't know 
who you are. If you walk according to the world, you will fail. 


The world thinks you are like them. They will try to teach you 
to be like them. Don't allow it. 


You are nothing like the world. You are like Christ. 
The world doesn't know you because it didn't know him. 


You must not see yourself the same way the world sees you. 
You must not think about yourself the way the world thinks 
about you. 


You have to meditate on God's word, and develop a new 
mindset according to his word. 


He instructs us in Joshua 1:8 "This book of the law shall not 

depart out of thy mouth; but thou shalt meditate therein day 

and night, that thou mayest observe to do according to all that 
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is written therein: for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have good success." 


Constant meditation on God's word sets you up for a 
successful life. The central word there is "Constant". 


You must meditate constantly on his word. This would create 
in you a whole new way of thinking, seeing, hearing, living, 
speaking, and believing. 

The psalmist knew this and said in Psalm 119:15-16: "15 1] 
will meditate in thy precepts, and have respect unto thy ways. 
16 I will delight myself in thy statutes: I will not forget thy 
word." 


When you walk according to God's precepts, you walk in your 
new identity. 


Heaven opens up to you, life becomes new, and your 
Christianity begins to make sense. 


But if you walk according to the precepts of this world, you 
would keep struggling with sin, struggling with demons, 
struggling with doubt and unbelief, and your Christianity 
would be a heavy chore. 

Therefore, begin today. 

Get rid of your old ways. 


Devote yourself to the precepts written in this book. 


See yourself in the light of God's word. 
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CHAPTER 4: 
YOU HAVE LIFE 


KKKKK 


Thad an interview with a woman who had been suffering 
from acute stomach ulcer and severe panic attacks for over 
ten years. I asked her how this affliction had affected her 
life. She made it very clear to me that it was an unbearable 
pain, and she wouldn't want to go through it anymore. 


So I laid my hand on her and commanded the demon to 
leave. 


That was the last time she suffered. Few weeks later, she 
realized that all her pain and fear had gone, the ulcer was 


healed and she began enjoying all foods. It's been over two 
years now, and she has never had any more attacks. 


sere 
Life is a beautiful thing, yet it's almost impossible to define. 
Life is the quickening force behind all living things. 

Where there is life, there is vitality. 


As a Son, you have life in you just as Christ has life in 
himself. 


John 11:25: "Jesus said unto her, Iam the resurrection, and 


the life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live:" 
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Christ is the resurrection life. 
He is the vitality. 


He brought us out of death and raised us up into the 
Godhead as Sons. 


Christ did this to us. 

He is the life in us. 

Therefore, anyone who believes in him receives his life. 
This is an inherent life. A superseding life. 


John 11:26: "And whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall 
never die. Believest thou this?" 


Yes I believe I shall never die. 

Is he talking about physical death? Yes. That too. 
What is physical death? The passing away of the flesh. 
The flesh means nothing. It's the spirit that quickens. 


Whether or not this flesh passes away has nothing to do with 
our real person. 


We are spirits in Christ Jesus. 
We are a new creation. 
The flesh may pass away, but we never die. 


Christ is the life in us. 
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So as a believer, you are an embodiment of the life of God. 
You carry in your very self the resurrection life. 


This is vitally important. 

The God-Life 

Christ is life. 

God has deposited in him the eternal life. 

Through Christ, all who believe become possessors of life. 


1Jn 5:12: "He that hath the Son hath life: and he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life." 


You have the Son of God in you. He dwells in every believer. 


The Son is the life. Therefore anyone who has the son in him 
has life in him. 


It may seem like a trivial notion that a believer is a possessor 
of life. Someone may say within himself "every living person 
has life". But that is not the kind of life we are speaking of 
here. 


The life we receive through Christ is called "Eternal life". This 
is the life of God. 


This life is the "originating life". The life which is the source 
of all things. The life of God himself. 


We receive this life and we become alive to God. 


This life is the highest form of life. It's above the plant life; 
above animal life; above the human life; above the celestial 
life. This life of Christ is the God-life. 
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A believer is on a higher plane of existence. 


Now we understand why we are able to relate with God as 
Father, and he with us as Sons and daughters. 


The life he has has been given to us, just as a father imparts 
life into his offspring. 


We can therefore rightly call God our “Father” because we 
share the same nature with him. 


If we did this under the old law, we would be condemned for 
blasphemy. 


Under the old law, we could never claim to have the same 
nature with God. 


But now, because the life of God has been granted to us 
through Christ, we can boldly share in divine nature without 
condemnation. 

Rom 8:1: "There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit." 

There is therefore now no condemnation! 

I can come before God without any sense of fear or 
condemnation. I can come to God boldly as his Son, and 
relate with him without the feeling of inferiority. 

He has begotten me as a Son. 


I am his child. 


He has given me life. His own life. 
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There is therefore no condemnation to me. I am in Christ. 
Christ is in me. I walk in the Spirit. 


Now, all this is possible, not by human will or desire, but by 
divine appointment. 


We never deserved nor merited it. 


But because of his immense love which he lavished on us, he 
did this. 


We therefore accept this love, not because we worked for it, 
but because Father has bestowed it upon us. 


A Life-Giving Spirit 


A believer is not an ordinary entity. A believer is in the image 
and likeness of Christ. As Christ is, so a believer is. They are 
of the same tree, and possessors of the same life. 


John 5:26: "For as the Father hath life in himself; so hath he 
given to the Son to have life in himself;" 


The Father has life - inherent life, eternal life - in himself. 
And he has granted his Son to have that same life in himself. 


We are Sons of God through Christ, therefore our Father has 
granted us to have his life. "...he that hath the son hath life..." 


A Son of God is therefore a life possessor. He is also a life 
giving spirit, like Christ. 


You should say: 
Iam a life giving spirit because I am one with Christ. 


Iam a life giving spirit because Christ dwells in me. 
42 


Iam a life giving spirit because I am joined with the Lord. 

Iam a life giving spirit because I am one Spirit with the Lord. 
Life is the healer, so wherever I see sickness I lay my hands 
on that individual and life flows from my spirit into his body 


and makes him well. '"...they shall lay hands on the sick..." 


What a glorious understanding. Now I begin to see my reality. 
I begin to understand who I am. 


This revelation brings clarity and meaning to my life as a 
believer. 


I know who I am, 

I know what I am 

I know why I am. 

The old man was dead in sin. 
The new man is alive in Christ. 


The old man has perished and passed away, nailed to the 
cross of Calvary. 


The new man reigns with Christ in glory. 


The life which I have in me is the life of God. This is my 
understanding; this is my confession. 
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CHAPTER 5: 
YOU ARE ABLE AND RESPONSIBLE LIKE CHRIST 


KKKKK 


Right from when Grace was a little girl, she realized 
something was wrong with her body temperature. She 
always felt cold, no matter how hot the weather was. She 
could not sit under a fan, drink cold water, nor stay in an air- 
conditioned room. But worst of all, she constantly had 
catarrh and would sneeze repeatedly at any given time. 


She lived like this for over 20 years until she was introduced 
to me. 


One Saturday morning, I visited her home where she lived 
with her parents and siblings. I laid my hands on the 
afflicted lady and commanded life into her body. Instantly, 
the tangible power of God flowed through her and she slept 
off on the couch. 


When she woke up, she found no trace of her illness. She 
was perfectly made whole. Overjoyed, she spent the 
following days indulging herself in ice-creams, cold baths, 
and all other things she couldn't enjoy before. It was a 
glorious deliverance. 


KKAKKK 
The kingdom of God is a family, and children in any family 


must have certain abilities and responsibilities which they 
are expected to perform. 
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As Sons of God, we certainly have abilities and 
responsibilities too. 


The word of God shows us our abilities. 

It also shows us our responsibilities as Sons of God. 

John 14:12: "Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth 
on me, the works that I do shall he do also; and greater works 
than these shall he do; because I go unto my Father." 


Here we see both our abilities and responsibilities. 


We are able to do the works of Christ. And we are responsible 
for them. 


What are the works of Christ? 

Christ heals the sick. He preached the Kingdom of God. He 
casts out devils. He forgives sins. He saves men from their 
iniquities. 

A believer is responsible and able to do these things too. 


Jesus said "Whoever believes in me, the works that I do shall 
he do also..." 


He is letting us know our responsibilities. 

Everyday you wake up, there is kingdom work for you to do. 
This work is not fleshy work which goes against heaven’s 
rules. But this is the work of the spirit of Christ who dwells 


in us. 


Fleshly work is illegal in God's kingdom. 
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But the works of the Spirit is mandatory for us. 
No Idleness Here 


Being a Son of God is not an idle life. You are not saved to sit 
in church, clap your hands, and smile to the bank. 


There is actual work for you to do: the works of Christ. 


He is making it clear to us that we are able to do his works. 
It will therefore be wrong to think otherwise. 


Some Christians claim that the days of Miracles are over. 
They make this claim to justify their own inertia. They have 
failed to carry out their kingdom duties as sons. 


In their attempt to sooth their conscience they claim God is 
no longer powerful today. 


Our God lives, and he is still the same yesterday, today, and 
forever. 


He has not changed. 
There is no room for Idleness in his kingdom. 


He has given us the responsibility of doing what he did, and 
has also made it clear that we can do them. 


Mat 5:16: "Let your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven." 


That’s his command: let the light shine. 


Go Blazing! 
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It is squarely your responsibility to let your light shine. 
You can choose to shine, or you can choose to be dead lamp. 


You can choose to do his works, or you can choose to hide 
behind the mountains of your Religious ideas. The choice is 
up to you. 


Some believers are not letting their lights shine. They have 
covered it up with bushels of doubts, ignorance, fear, shame, 
and religion. 


But Christ says "Allow your light to shine..." 


You have the light. This light is the life of God in you. Let it 
shine. 


Go Blazing! 


The light is there. All you need to do is give space. Take your 
hands off, and let this light blaze forth. 


The light will do what it does best: shine. 


But unfortunately, most believers are still covering up this 
light in them. 


If you allow the light to shine, men will “see your good works, 
and glorify your father in heaven." 


Yes, you bring glory to God by carrying out your duties as his 
Son. 


Your duty is to shine the light. 
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You shine by doing the good works which Christ did, "... who 
went about doing good, healing all who were oppressed by the 
devil..." 

Will you get up and act? 


You can! All you need is the will. 


Christ has made it plain: you are responsible for doing the 
works which he began to do. 


He dwells in you, and if you let him he will manifest through 
you. 


Mar 16:15: "And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature." 


Preaching the kingdom of God is your responsibility. This is 
usually referred to as "the great commission" 


All believers understand that this commission was given to 
all God's children. 


It is one of the most important responsibilities of God's 
children. 


Get up, go out, and preach the kingdom of God. 
Many believers are not doing this. 


Many believers spend hours watching television, playing 
games, chatting with friends, and just socializing. 


The hours they waste away will baffle any Angel. 
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Go Preach and Heal 

Mat 10:7-8: "7 And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. 8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise 
the dead, cast out devils: freely ye have received, freely give." 


We are commanded to go and preach God's kingdom. 


But not just preaching, we are also commanded to 
demonstrate the kingdom power. 


We are to heal the sick, cleans lepers, cast out devils, raise 
the dead. 


You want to know what you are able to do as a Son of God? 
Here is your answer! 


You are able to preach the kingdom of God and to heal the 
sick. You are very well able to do these things. 


If you were not able, he would not have sent you to do it. 


The ability to do these works of Christ is already in you. Let 
it out. 


You don't need a special anointing. The anointing you have 
received abides in you. 


There is no lack of ability in you. There is no lack of power in 
you. There might only be a lack of will. 


If you are willing and obedient, you will let your light shine. 


It is far more useful to demonstrate the glory of God's 
kingdom rather than merely talking about it. 


When you preach, show the reality of it by healing the sick. 
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The testimony of one sick person healed is more than an hour 
of talking. 


Jesus didn't just talk. He demonstrated the love of God by 
healing all manner of diseases. 


You will be wise to follow his footsteps exactly. 


Mar 16:17-18: "17 And these signs shall follow them that 
believe; In my name shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; 18 They shall take up serpents; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover." 


Take good note that these works are done "in the name of 
Jesus" 


It means we do them by his authority and in his character. 
Everything we have comes from him. 

The virtue is his own. 

The spirit is his own. 

The power is his own. 


And because we are in him and he is in us, they belong to us 
as well "...joint heirs with Christ..." 


So we go out in his name. 
We speak to demons in his name. We command diseases to 


flee, and we lay hands on the sick, all in the name of Jesus 
Christ. 
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Therefore, as you go, do not boast in your flesh. Rather, 
glorify God in your heart. 


Take note also of the responsibilities and abilities he spells 
out: 


He says you shall cast out devils, speak with new tongues, 
and recover the sick, amongst other things. 


Demons are serpents. Satan is the old serpent. You will deal 
with them and not suffer any harm. 


Deadly poisons and other harmful stuff will have no effect 
over you when you ingest them by error. Obviously, you 
should not tempt God by drinking poisons or playing with 
snakes. 


But if in the course of carrying out your kingdom duties you 
encounter these things, he is making you understand that 
there is provision for your safety. 

So get going! Go out and demonstrate the kingdom of God. 
Victory is Yours 

1Jn 5:4: "For whatsoever is born of God overcometh the 
world: and this is the victory that overcometh the world, even 


our faith." 


"Whatsoever"... No matter how big or small it is. “Whatsoever 
is born of God overcomes the world" 


You can overcome the world. You have the ability. 
The victory has been given to you even before the battle. 


Life has been skewed in your favor. 
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The world is in opposition to God's kingdom. But anything 
born of God defeats the world. 


In the world there is sin, sickness, pain and death. But 
whosoever is born of God defeats these entities. 


Are you born of God? If yes, then you can overcome the world. 


Satan is the ruler of this dark world. But through Christ you 
now have the authority and power to cast out devils. 


And the victory is our faith! 
The mere fact that you have faith in Christ means that you 
have won the victory over the world. Because the world fights 


to destroy all faith in God. 


Secondly, our faith in Christ gives us victory over the 
darkness of this world. By faith, we conquer the world. 


Glory! 

He is With You 

Are we going out to do these duties all by ourselves? 
Of course not! 

The one who has sent us is always with us. 

He is with you, whether you are conscious of it or not. 


Mat 28:18,20: "All power is given unto me ... and, lo, i am 
with you always..." 
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Christ arose from the dead, and all power was given unto him 
by God the Father. The bible explains that Jesus was given a 
name above every name. 

But the glorious wonder here is this: the all-powerful one, 
Jesus Christ, did not vanish into thin air. He is residing with 
us. Christ is with you and in you! 


The all-powerful one lives in us, and is with us. He said "lo! I 
am with you always..." This is amazing. 


I now know that I am not alone. That almighty one is with 
me, and his name is Jesus Christ! 


Moreover, he added that magnificent word "always". 

Iam with you always. 

Not temporarily. 

Not for one hour or two. 

Not on Sundays alone. 

But always. Even to the end of the world. 

A Son of God need not worry about God's presence. This is 
not a subject for which a Son should worry. For the presence 


of Christ is with you always, whether you feel it or not. 


Father is faithful. Father never lies. If Father says he is with 
us always, then so it is. 


We need to act like it and step out in faith knowing that 
Father is with us always. 


He is your strength. 
53 


Get up and carry out your kingdom responsibilities. You have 
no excuses. 


But if you fail to do your duty to the fullest extent, there will 
be a steep price to pay when you stand before our great 
Shepherd. 
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CHAPTER 6: 
THE SPIRIT FLOWS THROUGH YOU 


KKKKK 


When I lifted up her legs and checked their length, I 
immediately saw that her right leg was slightly shorter than 
the left. She was a woman of above fifty years, and she had 

constantly suffered low back pain. 


I explained to her, in the presence of others who were 
gathered there, that the power of God would come upon her 
and her and lengthen her right leg, making it equal to the 
other. 


Then I prayed, giving thanks to God. 


Immediately, the power of God came upon her legs, and it 
lengthened until both legs were equal. She stood and walked 
and discovered that her low back pain was gone. She 
couldn't believe the magnificent Miracle she had just 
witnessed with her own eyes! 


RKEKK 


The spirit of God is the manifest power of the Father. The 
Spirit is the living essence of God. The Spirit goes forth and 
actualizes the total will of God. 


Wherever the Spirit of God is, the presence of God abides 
there. 
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If the Spirit of God is absent, then the presence of God is 
absent. 


Heaven can do nothing without the Spirit of God bringing it 
to pass. 


Wherever the Spirit of God is, heaven is there. 


Every Son of God is filled with the Spirit of God, for it is the 
Spirit that makes you a Son. 


Nobody can become a Son of God except he is born by the 
Spirit. 


Therefore, all who are born of the Spirit of God are the Sons 
of God. 


Such people have the overflowing presence of the Spirit of 
God in them. 


Rom 8:16: "The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God:" 


The Spirit bears witness... The Spirit confirms and testifies 
that we are God's Children. 


The Spirit is the proof that we are God's children. 


Without the Spirit of God, we will have no evidence of being 
God's kids. 


But now, with the Spirit abiding in us we have the proof that 
we are Children of God. 


1Jn 4:13: "Hereby know we that we dwell in him, and he in 
us, because he hath given us of his Spirit." 
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It should be very clear by now that it's the Spirit that verifies 
our Sonship. 


We know we are in him and he is in us because has given us 
his Spirit. 


The Spirit is the Nature 


A dog is a dog, not because it barks or has a tail. A dog is a 
dog because it has the spirit of a dog in him. 


Spirit gives nature. 
The dog-spirit gives the dog its nature. 


So a dog received the nature of a dog from the dog-spirit in it, 
and this is what makes it a real dog. 


If then you want to be a dog, you must somehow receive the 
dog-spirit into you, otherwise you can never ever become a 
dog, no matter how well you bark. 


If you want to be a lion, you've got to get the lion-spirit into 
you. 


It is only the Spirit that can make you into the reality of a 
thing. 


In that same way, you can never ever be a Son of God except 
you have received the God-Spirit into you. 


This God-Spirit is the Holy Ghost. 

Rom 8:9: "But ye are not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if any man have 
not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his." 
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It doesn't matter how many churches you attend or how 
many prayers you offer. Only those who have received the 
Spirit of God into themselves are truly the Children of God. 


I am a Child of God, not because I did the right things, but 
because I was born by the Spirit of God and I have that same 
God-Spirit in me. 


He says any man who doesn't have the Spirit of Christ in him 
doesn't belong to Christ. 


But those who have received the Spirit of Christ are no longer 
mere humans; they are now sons of God. 


So we can see that a Son of God is a product of God’s Spirit, 
not human flesh. 


Iam God's Son, because the Spirit of Christ dwells in me. 
Iam one Spirit with Christ because I am joined unto Christ. 
Iam no longer flesh. The carnal man is dead. 

The Spirit of Christ now abides in me. 

1Jn 2:27: "But the anointing which ye have received of him 
abideth in you, and ye need not that any man teach you: but 
as the same anointing teacheth you of all things, and is truth, 
and is no lie, and even as it hath taught you, ye shall abide 
in him." 

That Spirit of God is referred to as "the anointing" 

The anointing I have received abides in me. I don't need 
anybody to teach me the right things to do. That God-Spirit 


in me teaches me the right things of God. 
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And because that Spirit abides in me, I know I am in God. 
The Spirit teach me all truth. 

The God-Spirit in me is not a lie neither is he a liar. 

He is truth, therefore I am truth. 

Whatsoever he is, that is exactly what I am. 


Every Son of God must therefore live with the present 
consciousness that the Spirit of God dwells in him. 


1Cor 3:16: "Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and 
that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you?" 


The Spirit Dwells in You 
You are the temple of God, and the Spirit of God lives in you. 


The Spirit is not a visitor. He doesn't come and go as some 
think. 

The Spirit is permanently resident in you. ' 
always..." 


'..DT am with you 


When you are sleeping, he is in you. 

When you are watching the television, he is in you. 
When you are chatting with friends, he is in you. 
He dwells in you. 


Always. 
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This should change your mentality and character. It should 
make you more conscious of what you say and do. 


You are not a mere human. You are a God-Child. 


You are not of the world. You are born of God and His Spirit 
dwells in you. 


It is wrong to seek for the Spirit. Such attitude shows that 
you don’t know the location of God’s Spirit. 


No lion wakes up to look for his spirit. 


A cat doesn’t ever have to look for the cat-spirit, because the 
cat spirit is always in the cat. 


The lion-spirit is always in the lion. 

Why should a believer go seeking for the spirit of God? 

If the Holy Spirit is not within you, you are a dead Christian. 
The body without the Spirit is dead. 

A believer without the holy Spirit is dead. 

But glory be to God, the Holy Spirit is in you! 

He is Abundantly Present 

This Spirit dwells in you and flows from within you. 


John 7:38: "He that believeth on me, as the Scripture hath 
said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of living water." 


He calls it "Rivers of living water" 
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Rivers! An abundance! 

God doesn't give his children a tiny Holy Spirit. 

There is no tiny Holy Spirit. There is no junior Holy Spirit. 
There is just one Spirit. 


Eph 4:4: "There is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are 
called in one hope of your calling;" 


The Holy Spirit in you is the same Holy Spirit in Jesus. He is 
the same Holy Spirit in the Apostles. One Spirit 


And he is like Rivers of living water. Massive! Overflowing! 


The Spirit of God in you is not weak or dormant. He flows 
from within you. 


Many believers don't really know what they are to do with the 
God-Spirit in them. 


God's Spirit in you wants to flow through you unto others. 
Remember the words of Jesus: "...let your light so shine..." 
Allow the Spirit in you to flow. 


Out of your belly shall flow the Spirit like a river of living 
water! 


Iam full of the God-Spirit, and through me he flows, bringing 
life to whatever I touch. 


Ezek 47:9: "And it shall come to pass, that every thing that 
liveth, which moveth, whithersoever the rivers shall come, 
shall live: and there shall be a very great multitude of fish, 
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because these waters shall come thither: for they shall be 
healed; and every thing shall live whither the river cometh." 


Clearly, if I allow the Spirit to flow through me, it will bring 
life to wherever it touches. 


It is therefore clear that the more I yield to the Holy Spirit, 
the more he flows through me, and the greater fruit I bear. 


But if I don't allow this river of life to flow through me, I would 
be resisting the move of the Holy Spirit, and I would largely 
be unfruitful in my Christian walk. 


Wherever the waters come, it brings healing. 


So if I allow the Spirit to flow through me, healing will take 
place. Souls will be saved. 


The more I yield to the Spirit, the greater results I see. 


As the Spirit flows through me, it gives life. People are healed. 
Life comes to those who are dying. 


This life-giving spirit of God flows out through me to give life. 


John 4:14: "But Whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst; but the water that I shall give him 


shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life.” 


Like a spring of water, this life-giving spirit flows from out of 
me. 


I am a life giving spirit because through me the Spirit of 
Christ flows, bringing life wherever we go. 


There are people who are dying in sin. I am to reach them. 
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There are people who are sick. Iam to reach them. 
There are people held captive by the devil. 1am to reach them. 


This is my responsibility, to reach them and supply them 
with life from the Spirit. 


Let Him Flow 


This is the work of every believer: to be a conduit of life to the 
dying world. 


The world doesn't know the Spirit, and they cannot receive 
the Spirit. 


But as a Son, I have the Spirit in me. 
John 14:17: "Even the Spirit of truth; whom the world cannot 
receive, because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him: but 


ye know him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in you." 


The world is carnal. It knows not the Spirit and cannot 
receive the Spirit. 


Those who belong to the world cannot receive the Spirit of 
God. 


These are the ones we refer to as "sensual and carnal" 

But we who have the Spirit of God are no more carnal. We 
are Spirit, one with Christ. And that same Spirit of Christ 
abides in us and flows through us. 


So, wherever you go, learn to yield to the Spirit. 


Allow the Spirit to flow through you. 
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Put your carnal mind aside. Let the river of life flow in its 
massive abundance. 


The more this river flows, the more results you will see. 
Open up yourself and let the Spirit of God have his way. 
Don’t be stiff and doubtful. 


Be open to him, so that through you he can manifest the 
glory of Christ. 


Learn to yield your body to the will of the Spirit. 


Learn to shut your carnal mind down. The carnal mind is an 
enemy of the Holy Spirit. 


Shut that carnal mind off. 


Let the mind of Christ be in you. This is the mind that allows 
the flow of the Spirit. 
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CHAPTER 7: 
YOU ARE SENT BY CHRIST 


KKKKK 


One morning, as I stepped out of my house, I saw a young 
boy of about 12 years of age, limping on his way to school. 


Icalled him and asked him why he was limping. He 
responded that he had broken the big toe of his right leg 
while playing football. 

I asked him to stretch out his right leg. Then I laid my hands 
on that big toe. After a few seconds, I asked the young boy to 


check for the pain. The boy moved, and discovered to his 
amazement that the pain was completely gone. 


KKKKK 


Most believers lack the confidence to do the work of God 
because they feel they have not been sent to do them. 


In their hearts they say "if God sends me to do it, I will do it" 
So they sit and wait to be sent. 


And as they keep waiting, they keep losing opportunities, and 
people keep perishing around them. 


But listen to the words of Jesus Christ: 


65 


John 20:21: "Then said Jesus to them again, Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath sent me, even so send I you." 


Mark those peculiar words: "...as the father has sent me..." 


The commission which God gave to Christ, has been further 
passed on to us. 


God sent his son not to condemn the world, but that the 
world through him might be saved. This was the mission of 
Christ. 


Christ came to be the savior of the world. He came as the 
light of the world. 


As long as he was in the world, he was the light of the world. 


All who followed him had the light of life, and none of them 
walked in darkness. 


That was Christ's mission given to him by his Father. 


But... wait a minute...that same mission has been handed 
over to us! 


O yes! Jesus handed over his mission to us. 

He said "...as the father has sent me, even so I send you..." 
Really? 

Does it mean I am a savior to those in darkness? Yes! 
Does it mean I am now the light of the world? Yes! 


Does it mean I have been sent, not to condemn the world, 
but that through me the world might come to salvation? Yes! 
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This is the mission of every Son and daughter of God. 


Commissioned to Continue 


The risen Christ lives in you now, therefore you have been 
commissioned to continue his mission. 


Mat 5:14: "Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on 
a hill cannot be hid." 


Do you need any further proof that you are on a Christ- 
mission? 


He says "you are the light of the world". 


He gives you the honor and responsibility of lighting up the 
world. 


He is expecting that because of your presence, those lost in 
darkness would find their way back to God. 


It was the mission of Christ. Now it's your mission. What are 
you going to do about it? 


Stop complaining about power. Stop asking for power. Listen 
to what he says: 


Luk 10:19: "Behold, I give unto you power to tread on 
serpents and scorpions, and over all the power of the enemy: 
and nothing shall by any means hurt you." 


So why are you hesitating any further? He has sent you and 
empowered you to do his work. 
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It will be a great dereliction of duty if you fail to fulfill your 
mission which you have received from Christ. 


Most Christians are so idle and dormant in the kingdom of 
God because they do not know what they have been sent to 
do. 


This is why we teach identity. When you know who you are, 
you will know what you should do. 


1Cor 6:2-3: "2 Do ye not know that the saints shall judge the 
world? and if the world shall be judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judge the smallest matters? 3 Know ye not that 
we shall judge angels? how much more things that pertain to 
this life?" 


This is a question for you! 


Don't be dormant in the kingdom of God. Be active. Be 
vibrant. Be on the move. Always get going. 


There are things to be done: there are souls to save, sick to 
be healed, and captives to set free. You cannot afford to waste 
your time on the frivolities of this world. 


2Cor 5:19: "To wit, that God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them; 
and hath committed unto us the word of reconciliation." 


Hence, Christ is in us, through whom God is still reconciling 
the world to himself. 


The mission therefore continues at a greater pace. "...and 


greater works than these shall he do..." 
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He has handed over to us this ministry of Christ, the ministry 
of reconciliation. 


Are we going to allow it fail? Are we going to drop the ball? Of 
course not! 


Authorized to Act 
Christ has given us his staff of duty. 


You are therefore fully responsible for the performance of 
God's kingdom around you. 


How well heaven performs in your area of influence depends 
on how much you perform the office of Christ. 


If you sit and fold your hands, well, obviously the kingdom of 
God will hardly be manifested. The sick will remain sick, the 
lost will perish, and the captives will remain in chains; and 
you will be held responsible by Christ for such a mess of 
things. 


Luk 9:2: "And he sent them to preach the kingdom of God, 
and to heal the sick." 


All those whom Christ ever called, he sent. 


Christ never calls any man to be dormant. He said to the 
Apostles "follow me, and I will make you fishers of men" 


Remember the king who gave talents to his servants? Well, 
that's Christ and you. 


Christ has given you responsibilities. He has sent you 
personally to continue with what he began. 


The King said to his servants “occupy till I Come” 
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Christ is saying to you “occupy till I come”. 
Take charge. 


You have been authorized to act in his name. So step out and 
manifest the power of God’s kingdom. 


When you see someone who is sick, don’t wait to be 
instructed afresh. You may never get another instruction 
than this. 

Don’t wait for a thundering voice to speak from heaven. No! 


Lay your hands on that sick fellow and command the 
diseases to be healed. 


Speak to the mountain, it will move. 


The authority is yours. 
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CHAPTER 8: 
YOU ARE POWERED BY THE SPIRIT 


KKKKK 


I placed the palm of my hands on each side of his jaw, and 
began to thank God. As I began praying, the tangible power 
of God swept through his jaw like electric current. 


Something began moving in his jaw. He was utterly amazed. 
The young man's name was Justice, and for some years he 
had suffered excruciating tooth ache which often left him 
with severe headaches. He also suffered from sleeplessness. 
After Ihad prayed for him on this faithful day, his pains and 
aches went away. After few weeks, the troubling tooth fell off 
and a new tooth began growing in its place. 

This young man was above 20years of age! 


KKKKK 


A believer who is powerless is actually not a true believer. 
There is no powerless believer. Such an entity doesn't exist. 


A believer may be ignorant, but certainly not powerless. This 
is because the Holy Spirit dwells within all God's Children. 


Remember, no one can be a child of God without the 
indwelling presence of the Holy Spirit. 
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No one can believe in the Lord Jesus except by the Holy 
Spirit. 


We become Sons of God when we are born of the Holy Spirit 
(baptized in the Holy Ghost). This may happen before water 
baptism, during water baptism, or after water baptism. It 
may happen with or without a physical uproar. 


No matter what sequence it takes, one thing should be 
crystal clear: you become a Son of God only when you have 
received the Holy Ghost. 


It is the Spirit that makes us Sons. 

And the Spirit comes with heaven's power. 

Acts 1:8: "But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me 


both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth." 


You were empowered the day the Holy Spirit came upon you. 
That same moment is the moment you were born into God's 


family. If the Holy Spirit has not yet come upon you, then you 
are not yet a Son of God. 


Every Son has the Spirit of his father. 


Jesus declared "...except a man be born of water and Spirit, 
he cannot enter the kingdom of God..." 


When the Apostles received the Spirit, they became Sons of 
the Kingdom indeed. That was the day of their new birth! 


The Holy Spirit empowered them for a victorious Christian 
life. 
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The Spirit made them replicas of Christ. He transformed 
them into the very likeness of Christ. They became known as 
Christians, "people like Christ!" 


There is therefore no difference between being born again and 
being filled with the Holy Spirit. Both are one and the same 
event. 


There is no Christianity without the Holy Spirit. 


The day I was filled with the Holy Spirit was the day I came 
alive. 


Water baptism demonstrates our belief in the gospel. But the 
Holy Spirit births us into the new life. 


I want you to see that being a Son of God is not an act of 
human will. It's an act of the Holy Spirit. 


Rom 8:11: "But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you." 


You did not become a Child of God by giving your life to 
Jesus. 


As a sinner, there was no life in you to give to anybody, much 
less Jesus! 


Rather, you become a child of God by receiving the life (spirit) 
of Christ! 


It is that Spirit who dwells in you and makes you alive to 
God. He gives you eternal life, he gives life to your flesh, 


73 


sanctifying you completely, and transforming your entire 
being. 


Sadly, many have gotten this whole thing backwards. 
Confusion and ignorance has destabilized many believers. 
But when you understand what it means to be born again, 
you will realize that no child of God is without power. 


Jesus was Always Full of Power 


Jesus was the Son of God from the moment he was born. He 
was the child of the Holy Ghost. 


Jesus was never without the Spirit and power of God. 


Jesus was endued with power right from conception. All 
through his childhood, Jesus showed his heavenly nature. 


By the time of the wedding in Canaan, his mother already 
knew what her son could do. She must have been very well 
aware of his spiritual abilities otherwise she would not have 
requested his help in the matter of providing wine for the 
feast. 


Mary went so far as to instruct the servants "... whatsoever 
he tells you to do, do it." This can only come from a woman 
who knew fully well what her son could do. 


So, evidently, Jesus had been displaying his kingdom power 
at home. 


Many think that the Holy Spirit came upon Jesus on the day 
of his baptism, but that's not true. 


Christ, the Son of God, was never without the Spirit. 
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Jesus asked his earthly parents "...wist ye not that I must be 
about my father's business?" 


This showed that Jesus, even at the age of twelve years, knew 
who his Father actually is. This knowledge could only be 
possible if he was full of the Holy Spirit. 


It is blasphemy to say that Christ was once without the Spirit 
and power of God. 


The Holy Ghost did not descend upon Jesus at his baptism. 
Jesus wasn't filled with the Holy Ghost at Jordan. Jesus was 
already a Child of the Holy Ghost, full of the Spirit from the 
womb. 


At his baptism, the Spirit came upon Jesus like a dove to 
signal that he, Jesus, was the chosen one. 


John the Baptist had been instructed to look for that signal. 
And when he saw it, he exclaimed "Behold the lamb of God!" 


The Holy Ghost descended upon Jesus visibly at Jordan asa 
sign to John the Baptist, and for a witness to all, that Jesus 
was indeed the Christ, the Son of God. 


Jesus, born of the Holy Ghost, was full of the Spirit from the 
womb. He was full of power right from the day he was 
conceived by the Spirit. But he needed to be openly and 
positively identified by John the Baptist, hense the coming of 
the Spirit like a dove. 


There was one other time when the Holy Spirit manifested 
his powerful presence visibly on Jesus. On this occasion, 
Jesus and three of his disciples were up on the mountain. 
Suddenly, the entire features of Jesus was transfigured. 
Even his clothing became whiter than snow. 
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This transfiguration was a visible manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit similar to that which occurred during his baptism at 
Jordan. But these two events, magnificent as they were, were 
not the "in-filling" of Jesus by the Holy Spirit. 


Jesus was full of the Spirit from the womb. He was a Son of 
God from the womb. 


Born Again, Full of the Spirit and Power 


Therefore, all who are born of the Holy Ghost are full of the 
Spirit and power from that moment when they are born 
again. 


Being born again and getting filled with the Spirit of God are 
not two separate events. They are one and the same thing. 


Every child must have the spirit of his father! 


Rom 8:14: "For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God." 


If you want to know whether you are a Son of God, ask 
yourself this simple question: Have I received the Holy Spirit? 


If the answer is yes, then congratulations, you are a Son and 
you have been empowered. 


Rom 8:9 “Now if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his.” 


But if the answer is "No" then keep seeking until you are filled 


with the Spirit. For you cannot be a Son except the Spirit of 
the Father abides in you. 
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1Jn 4:13: "Hereby know we that we dwell in him, and he in 
us, because he hath given us of his Spirit." 


Don't count yourself a Son of God until you have been filled 
with the Spirit of God. You may be a servant, yes, but 
certainly not a Son. 


Iam emphasizing on this point so that you would know that 
no child of God is ever without the Holy Spirit and power. 


Some Christians think that they became children of God 
when they made the “sinners prayer’, after which they had 
to spend sometime seeking for the in-filling of the Holy Spirit. 


This is a very wrong notion. 


The day you were filled with the Holy Spirit, that’s the day 
you were born again. If it were not so, then you must have 
been a Child of God without the Spirit of God. Such a thing 
is impossible. 


From the moment you received the Spirit of the Father, you 
were born again and filled with the power of God. 


The Spirit in you supply you with the power of heaven. 


The Growing Up Process 


Now, even though God’s Spirit and power resided in you from 
the first day of your new birth, yet we know that there is a 
growing process for every child of God. 


Luk 2:40: "And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, 
filled with wisdom: and the grace of God was upon him." 
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Christ grew until be became strong in spirit and full of 
wisdom. 


Every child of God is a reflection of Christ. We follow his path. 


Christ was full of the Spirit and power from his birth, yet he 
had to grow up in spirit until he became spiritually strong. 


God wants his children to be mature, wise, and devoted to 
him in love. 


There is therefore a growing process which every son must 
follow. 


The day you are born into God's family, you received his spirit 
and power. However, you must practically grow until you are 
strong in spirit and full of divine wisdom. 


This growing process ensures you come into full maturity in 
the things of God’s kingdom. 


You grow daily, walking in the path of Christ. 
You grow by practicing and doing the works of the Spirit. 


Jesus practiced the things of the spirit all through his 
childhood. 


You too must make it your habit to practice the things of the 
kingdom. 


After Paul was converted, he traveled to Arabia and spent 
about three years studying and growing up in the things of 
the Kingdom. 


Years later, Paul could boldly declare in Phil 4:13: "I can do 
all things through Christ which strengtheneth me." 
78 


If you have been born again (that is "filled with the Holy 
Spirit") then you are good to go. So get up and start practicing 
the things of the spirit. 


The power is now already in you. Put it to work. 


Gradually you will find yourself growing up in Spirit and 
developing in divine wisdom. The more you do the works of 
Christ, the more you see greater things. 


Spiritual growth brings you into the place where you can 
experience Mark 11:23-24 "23 For verily I say unto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the sea; and shall not doubt in his 
heart, but shall believe that those things which he saith shall 
come to pass; he shall have whatsoever he saith. 24 
Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have them." 


Only those who are born of the Spirit can believe. Those who 
are still in the flesh cannot believe. 


As a Child of God, you are a believer. You have been powered 
by the Holy Spirit. This power is in you. You must recognize 
it, grow in it, and be strong in spirit. 


I know there are those who claim that Salvation and the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit are two separate events. They are 
wrong. The bible doesn't teach this. 


Giving birth to a child who doesn't have a spirit is simply 
giving birth to a dead child. Doctors call it stillbirth. 


God doesn't give birth to dead children. Not for one minute! 
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CHAPTER 9: 
YOU ARE RIGHTEOUS 


KKKKK 


Mr. Frank visited me in my office one morning. He had a 
troubling medical condition which the doctors had failed to 
solve. Frank suffered from constant pain in his muscles, 
chest, arms, and most of his upper body. When he wakes up 
in the morning, the first thing that greets him is the pain. He 
wasn't employed, yet he spent whatever meager earnings he 
gets on drugs without results. And being a Christian, as he 
told me, he had prayed over and over again "all to no avail". 


He was therefore very unhappy. 


I anointed him with oil, laid my hands on his head, and 
commanded the devil to leave. Then I sent him home. The 
following morning, to his utter amazement, Frank woke up 
and found that all his pains were gone. 


He was made perfectly whole. 


RKEKK 


I have heard some Christians describing themselves as 


sinners, and I feel very sorry for them whenever I hear such 
comments. 


You often find this type of comments from Christians who are 
not actually born again. 


And yes, there are Christians who are not born again! These 
are the "church goers", the "religious folks". 
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Every Son or daughter of God is righteous, because he is 
born by the Holy Spirit of God. 


God the Father is righteous. 


God's Sons are also righteous. We are Children of 
righteousness. We are Children of light. 


Righteousness is light. 


1Ths 5:5: "Ye are all the children of light, and the children of 
the day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness." 


You are not a child of darkness. Sin is darkness. 


You have been removed from darkness. You are no longer 
that man who lived in sin. You are a new creature. 


You must understand who you are! 


Remember that every Son has the spirit (nature) of his father. 
If Father is righteous, how then can his children be sin? 


Every seed produces its kind. 


If you are a Child of God, how can you be sin while your 
Father is righteous? It does not add up. 


2Cor 5:21: "For he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him." 


Christ was made sin for us. 


This is the transaction which took place on that cross. Sin 
was crucified. He was made sin and crucified. 
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Why? 


So that we might be made the righteousness of God. 
Everyone therefore who is in Christ is righteous. 


Sin no more rules in you. Sin is dead, nailed to that cross. 
This fact should brighten your mind. 


You are not a sinner if you are in Christ. Instead you are 
God's righteousness. 


Remember "...old things are passed away..." 


All Things are Become New 


The old man was the man of sin. That old man died on that 
cross through Christ Jesus. You now are the new man. This 
new man came into being through the resurrection of Christ 
Jesus. 


When you received the Spirit, you received the new life of the 
new man. This life is righteousness. 


Eph 5:8: "For ye were sometimes darkness, but now are ye 
light in the Lord: walk as children of light:" 


You were sometime darkness. Dead in sin. Completely lost. 
That was sometime ago. 

But now, you are light. 

You are no longer darkness. You are presently light. 


This should be crystal clear enough for you. The job you have 
right now is to walk as a child of light. 
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What an amazing God we serve! 


You've got to stop conflating your past with your present. 
Stop mixing things up. Know who you are! 


Your carnal memory (the brain) should not be your teacher. 
It belongs to the old man. 


Put your brain aside, and let the Holy Spirit be your teacher. 


When you learn from the Holy Spirit, you will discover the 
great riches of God's kingdom in you. 


But if you continue to claim sin, you invariably make yourself 
a child of the devil. For the devil is the father of sin. 


1Jn 3:8: "He that committeth sin is of the devil; for the devil 
sinneth from the beginning. For this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might destroy the works of the devil." 


This verse should make things clearer to you. 


Christ came to destroy the works of the devil. He has 
destroyed those works in you. 


You are no longer of the devil. You are a son of God. 
You are righteous. 

You are washed. 

You are sanctified. 

You are purified. 


You are an immaculate Son of God. 
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1Cor 6:11: "And such were some of you: but ye are washed, 
but ye are sanctified, but ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God." 

You must know that the Holy Spirit is not like man who does 
a poor job of things. If the Holy Spirit has washed you, 
according as the scripture has said, then he did a perfect job. 
Stop looking back. “Remember Lot's wife”. 


Stop looking to your past. You can't move forward while 
looking backwards. 


The Holy Spirit says he has washed you. 

Believe it 

You have been made righteous. 

1Jn 4:17: "Herein is our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment: because as he is, so are we 
in this world." 

Now you are just like Christ! Pure and immaculate. 

As he is, So are we... 

Where? 

... In this world! 

Col 1:21-22: "21 And you, that were sometime alienated and 
enemies in your mind by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled 22 In the body of his flesh through death, to 
present you holy and unblamable and unreprovable in his 


sight: 
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Take careful note: Christ died to present you holy, 
unblamable, and unreprovable. 


What?! 
Really? 
"Does this mean I am holy?" Yes sir, you are. 


"I am unblamable?" Yes sir, you are. And you are 
unreprovable too. 


Rom 6:11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be dead 
indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 


What a glorious revelation! 


You see, Satan tries to convince believers that their sins 
remain on them. But the word of God is very clear on this 
issue. 


You should focus your time on shining as light. Don't waste 
your time fighting with sin. The reason is simple: Phil 2:15: 
"That ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and perverse 
nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the world;" 


Is it possible? 

Yes, of course! You are a different kind of person: 

1Pet 2:9: "But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, 
a holy nation, a peculiar people; that ye should show forth 
the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into 


his marvelous light:" 
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He has extricated you from darkness (sin) into light 
(righteousness). 


Col 1:13: "Who hath delivered us from the power of darkness, 
and hath translated us into the kingdom of his dear Son:" 


Eph 2:8: "For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift of God:" 


Therefore see yourself as a product of God, not man. 


You were designed by God for righteousness. You were 
created in Christ for good works, not sin. 


Let this consciousness be paramount in you. 


Eph 2:10: "For we are his workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God hath before ordained that 
we should walk in them." 


You are specially designed to be the dwelling place of God. 
You are not mere dust. You are the temple of God. 


Eph 2:22: "In whom ye also are builded together for a 
habitation of God through the Spirit." 


Therefore, whenever the devil says you are a sinner, remind 
that old serpent that you are the dwelling place of God. You 
are a righteous Tabernacle of God. 


And whenever you find a believer calling himself a sinner, 
ask him this question of 1Cor 3:16: "Know ye not that ye are 


the temple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in 
you?" 


Righteous Beyond Religion 
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Religion is of the devil. 

Religion is a bunch of man-made rules and rituals. 

Religion says "nobody is righteous". 

Religion will teach you that you are noting in the eyes of God. 
Religion will say you are like an ant before God. 


Religion disqualifies everyone, and prevents anyone from 
coming into communion with God. 


The Holy Spirit is against religion. 
Your righteousness is above religion. 


The Holy Spirit says we are washed in Christ, made holy, 
pure, justified, sanctified, and blameless! 


Glory! 
1Cor 1:30: "But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and_  *righteousness, and 


sanctification, and redemption:" 


This gets better and better. Christ is my wisdom. He is my 
righteousness. He is my sanctification. Oh! What a blessed 
lite? 

This right here is above religion. This is God! 


I don't belong to religion. 


My spirit and body belongs to God. 
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1Cor 6:20: "For ye are bought with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your spirit, which are God's." 


He paid a high cost to get me out of darkness. 
I refuse to be a servant of sin! 


Don't become a slave to those who want to drag you back into 
condemnation. 


Refuse to listen to the lies of ignorant men who teach 
foolishness. 


1Cor 7:23: "Ye are bought with a price; be not ye the servants 
Of men.” 


You are a righteous Child of God. 
You have to live like it. Live like a child of light. 


Stop seeing yourself as a sinner. That sinner is dead. He died 
on the cross. 


See yourself as the Righteous of God, and then live like it. 
You have to talk and walk like a Child of Light. 

Every move you make must be a move of righteousness. 
Every word you speak must be a righteous word. 

Your thoughts must be of righteousness. 

There must be no room for darkness. 


Darkness cannot come into this place now. 
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This is light. 
You are that light. 


Live like it. 
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CHAPTER 10: 
YOU ARE FREE FROM THE OLD LAW 


KKKKK 


Magdalene was an usher in church, but she was being 
tormented by a strange problem. She was hearing voices and 
these voices threatened to kill her. 


She couldn't sleep in her house, she couldn't stay alone, and 
she was very terrified of darkness. She saw strange figures 
on walls and they looked very testifying and violent. She had 
been experiencing this problem for more than four months 
until I met her. 


On this glorious day, I asked her if she wanted to be free. 
She replied affirmatively. So I laid my hands over her two 
ears, and commanded those demons to get out. 


Immediately I did this, calm was restored. From that very 
hour she was completely healed. 


KKKKK 


Rom 7:1-4: "1 Know ye not, brethren, (for I speak to them 
that know the law,) how that the law hath dominion over a 
man as long as he liveth? 2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her husband so long as he 
liveth; but if the husband be dead, she is loosed from the law 
of her husband. 3 So then if, while her husband liveth, she 
be married to another man, she shall be called an adulteress: 
but if her husband be dead, she is free from that law; so that

she is no adulteress, though she be married to another man. 
4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are become dead to the law 
by the body of Christ; that ye should be married to another, 
even to him who is raised from the dead, that we should bring 
forth fruit unto God." 


There are two laws in operation. The old law of sin and death, 
and the new law of righteousness and life. 


The old law stipulates death for all who sin. 
The new law stipulates life for all who believe. 


Now, as Sons of God, we are no longer under the old law 
because we died under it. 


Through Christ we died according to the sentence of the old 
law. 


We were sinners and we died through the body of Christ. 
The old law was fully satisfied. 

Through Christ we fully paid the penalties of the old law. 
We are no longer debtors to the old law. 

We are dead to the old law. 

We are now spirits. 

We live by the law of the Spirit. 


Rom 8:2 "For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and death." 
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As a Spirit being, I live according to the law of the Spirit. That 
law stipulates life for all who believe. 


I believe, therefore I live. 


Rom 10:4: "For Christ is the end of the law for righteousness 
to every one that believeth." 


Christ brought an end to the old law through the death of his 
flesh on the cross for me. 


And because I am in Christ, I live under a new law of life. 
Iam no longer under bondage to sin. 

Iam no longer under the penalty of death. 

Iam the Righteousness of God in Christ. 

I am alive to God. "...he that hath the son hath life..." 

The old law is over. Completely done away for me. 

2Cor 5:17: “Iheretore ti any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away; behold, all things are 
become new." 

The new law has come, and has given me life. 


Dead and Free 


You must clearly understand that Christ's death on the cross 
was accounted unto you. 


In the eyes of God, you were the one who died. 
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Through Christ, you died and you were buried, completely 
finished off. 


And through Christ you were reborn, a new being, without 
past, without sin, holy and righteous before God. 


Rom 6:6-8 "6 Knowing this, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth 
we should not serve sin. 7 For he that is dead is freed from 
sin. 8 Now if we be dead with Christ, we believe that we shall 
also live with him: ... 


Is this too much for you to digest? 

Take a look at the Apostle Paul. He understood this and 
exclaimed in Gal 2:20: "I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himself for me." 


Sin no longer dominates us, because we are free from the 
law. 


Under the old law, death was boss, and sin was his enforcer. 


The old law condemned everyone to death by sin, because 
everyone sinned. 


But when the new law of life came in Christ, all who believed 
were sentenced to life eternal. 


Therefore, those who have passed from death to life are no 
longer under the power of sin. 


Rom 6:14: "For sin shall not have dominion over you: for ye 
are not under the law, but under grace." 
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Freed by Faith in Christ 


We were kept under the law of sin because faith in Christ 
had not yet be revealed. But as soon as faith in Christ was 
revealed, the prison gates of the old law, which held us 
bound, was broken and we were free to go. 


Gal 3:23: "But before faith came, we were kept under the law, 
shut up unto the faith which should afterwards be revealed." 


Faith in Christ has now been revealed. We are set free from 
that old law. 


Gal 3:25: "But after that faith is come, we are no longer under 
a schoolmaster." 


We are no longer under the governorship of the law. Its rule 
over us is over. Faith in Christ has been revealed, and we 
have been made Sons of God. 

As a Son of God, you are one Spirit with Christ. 

You are led by the Spirit. 

You are in the Spirit. 


You are no longer under the law. 


Gal 5:18: "But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not under the 
law." 


The Spirit brought us new life. 
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The law has no jurisdiction over this new life. Our faith in the 
death and resurrection of Christ has brought us out of the 
bondage of the law. 


Sin Becomes an Impossibility 


At this point, sin becomes an impossibility because you are 
one Spirit with Christ, and his Spirit (seed) remains in you. 


1Jn 3:9: "Whosoever is born of God doth not commit sin; for 
his seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, because he is 
born of God." 

Whosoever is born of God does not commit sin. 

Whosever. That includes you! 

Whosoever is born of God cannot sin. 

Some would wonder if it was possible not to commit sin. 
Yes, it's absolutely possible, if you are out of the law. 

The law imputes sin, and stipulates death as punishment. 
But when you are free from the law, you are free from the 


dictates of sin. 


Under the new law of Christ, righteousness is imputed to you 
through faith in Christ. 


You have been made a righteous one of God. Your new nature 
is the nature of righteousness. You have the ability to live 
righteously above sin. 


Free from Rituals of The Law 
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Religious folks again will not accept this. They always twist 
the word of God to make room for their sin. 


Religion predisposes people towards sin; and such people, in 
an effort to wash themselves daily from their constant guilt, 
stumble back into the rituals of the old law. 


But we who are saved were saved and washed by the blood 
of Jesus Christ, and not by the rituals of the old law. 


Nobody can be saved by the works of the old law. 


Those believers who are trying to live by the old law are 
ignorant of their new status in Christ. 


God has lifted us up above sin and death, and has given us 
a new place right with Christ. 


Eph 2:6: "And hath raised us up together, and made us sit 
together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus:" 


Far above the law! 
You are free to live. 
The rituals of the old law are no longer applicable to you. 
Sacrifices of sheep and goats are no longer for you. 
Observation of days, months, feasts and ordinances are no 


longer for you. 


Those are customs and practices of the old law, made for the 
old man. 


That old man died on the cross. 


The customs and practices of the old law are no longer 
obligatory to you. 
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Why? 


Because you are no longer that old man. You are the new 
man in Christ Jesus. 


Whatsoever the law says, it says to those who are under the 
law. 


Rom 3:19: "Now we know that what things soever the law 
saith, it saith to them who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the world may become guilty 
before God." 

You are not under that law. 

You are no longer guilty. You have been made guiltless. 


Unblamable, justified, righteous. 


That old law that made everyone guilty before God no longer 
applies to you in Christ. 
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CHAPTER 11: 
YOU HAVE DIRECT ACCESS TO FATHER 


KKKKK 


One Sunday, after preaching, I asked for anyone who had 
any health problems to come forward for healing. This is 
usually my custom, for Christ sent us to preach and to heal. 
A woman came forward carrying her little son in her arms. 


The boy had been suffering from a drug-resistant eye 
infection. His parents had bought all known drugs, yet the 
eyes remained infected. Even the doctors were baffled. 


At the time of praying, I didn’t know all these details. I only 
laid my hands on the child and commanded the little child to 
be healed. A week later, the mother returned to testify. She 
told how the infection in her son’s eye had completely healed 
from that very moment of prayer. By the following morning, 
the child’s eyes were clear. 


Hallelujah! 


RKEKK 


There are Christians who find it difficult to gain entrance into 
the presence of God. 


They struggle to pray. 
They struggle to worship. 
They struggle to study the word of God. 
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They constantly feel empty and dry. They struggle to be in 
his presence. 


Such experiences are not for Sons of God. 


Eph 2:18: "For through him we both have access by one 
Spirit unto the Father." 


Through Christ we have access, Jews and Gentiles, by one 
Spirit, unto God. 


We have been granted unrestricted access by God, through 
the Holy Spirit in us. 


Nobody can get into the presence of God except by the Holy 
Spirit. 


You can’t force your way through. You can’t sing your way 
in. You can’t dance in. 


Music doesn’t bring you into the presence of God. Only the 
Holy Spirit does. 


Crying and screaming will get you nowhere. Only the Holy 
Ghost can bring you into God’s presence. 


If the Holy Spirit doesn’t do this, nothing else can. 
This unrestricted access is granted to us in Christ 


Eph 3:12: "In whom we have boldness and access with 
confidence by the faith of him." 


Only in Christ can you enjoy such a beautiful privilege. 


In Christ we have boldness and access with confidence. 
Boldness to come into God’s presence. 
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We have access: nothing prevents us, and nothing can 
prevent us. 


This access is direct. 


And of course you can be confident that you are in his 
presence. 


God’s love for us is so intense that he has removed all 
obstructions from our way. 


He completely cleared the path and made it free. He did this 
through the body of Christ Jesus. 


Come in Boldly 

Now he advises us to come in boldly: 

Heb 4:16: "Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of 
grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in 


time of need." 


Nothing stops you. You can come in boldly whenever you 
want. The manifest presence of God is available to all Sons. 


With this, there can never be a dry moment in your life. You 
can never experience a down time. 


You can lift up your hands and say “Father, thank you!” and 
instantly you are in audience with God. 


Boldness is expected of you when you seek audience with 
God. 


It would be a very ugly sight indeed to see a Son who is timid 
in his Father's presence. 
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No prince walks in cowardly into his father’s presence. You 
shouldn’t either. 


Don’t come to God thinking of all your past mess. 


Don’t come to God wondering whether you are clean enough 
or not. 


Come in boldly. That’s his command! 
Access to Heaven’s Riches 


We don’t only have access to God, we also have full access to 
all the riches of His glorious kingdom. 


We are inheritors of his glory, heirs of God and joint-heirs 
with Christ. In other words, all that belong to Christ belongs 
to us. 


Rom 8:17: "And if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer with him, that 
we may be also glorified together." 


Being a joint heir with Christ is not a 50-50 share of God’s 
kingdom. 


It’s not like Christ owns 50% and we own 50%. That is not 
what it means to be a joint heir. 


Rather, as joint heir with Christ, He owns 100% and we own 
100%. 


All that belongs to God belongs to Christ; and all that belongs 
to Christ belongs to us. This is amazing! 
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John 16:15: "ALL THINGS that the Father hath are mine: 
therefore said I, that he shall take of mine, and shall show it 
unto you." 


The Holy Spirit takes those things which belongs to Christ 
and reveals them to us. 


Through the Holy Spirit in you, you can gain access to any of 
God’s riches. 


Joy, peace, healing, wealth, wisdom, prophecy, knowledge, 
love, and many more are all accessible to us through the 
Spirit of Christ. 

All that is left for us to do is to give thanks to God. 

Col 1:12: "Giving thanks unto the Father, which hath made 
us meet to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in 
light:" 


Thanks giving is therefore the most reasonable prayer you 
can offer to God as a Son. 


You have no lack in the Kingdom. 

All provisions have been made available. 

You can access whatever you desire by the Holy Spirit in you. 
Therefore “thank you” is all you need to say. 

Don’t behave as a stranger. 

Don’t behave as a beggar. 


The days of asking and begging should be over for you as a 
son of God. 
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You are no longer far away, you are now near, even right in 
the Kingdom. 


Eph 2:13: "But now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were 
far off are made nigh by the blood of Christ." 


Don’t be timid. 
Throw away that beggarly mindset. 


Whatever you desire from the Kingdom, give God thanks and 
receive it because it is already yours. 


Don’t let fear and doubt rob you of your inheritance in light. 


2Tim 1:7: "For God hath not given us the spirit of fear; but of 
power, and of love, and of a sound mind." 


Make good use of the access you have. Receive the things of 
the Kingdom and distribute them among men. 


Let those around you enjoy the benefits of God’s kingdom 


through you so that they might believe, and by believing they 
might be saved. 
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CHAPTER 12: 
YOU ARE COMPLETELY BLESSED 


KKKKK 


A young man was invited to fellowship for the first time, and 
he came with pain. I sat with him after the service and talked 
with him. 


The pain had started about two weeks prior, and it was 
located around his kidney area. He couldn ’t tell what was 
wrong, but he certainly was in pain. 


So I laid my hands over the spot where the pain originated, 
and I gave thanks to the Father of Lights. After a few 
minutes, I asked the young man to check for the pain. 


He couldn't find it. He was completely healed. 
KKAKK 
God has completely blessed his sons. 


There is nothing left which he has not granted to us in 
blessing. 


Through our Knowledge of Christ, God has given us all things 
that we require to live a godly life. 


2Pet 1:3: "According as his divine power hath given unto us 
ALL THINGS that pertain unto life and godliness, through the 
knowledge of him that hath called us to glory and virtue:" 
This indeed is amazing. 
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We are abundantly blessed. 
We are also completely blessed. 


To be abundantly blessed means that you are fully loaded, 
with excess. 


But to be completely blessed means that you are loaded with 
everything that heaven has in store. No single pin is out of 
your reach. 


God has abundantly and completely bless us his Sons. 


We should be endlessly grateful and thankful to the Father 
of Glory. 


Asking for blessings is currently an unreasonable request 


because he has already blessed you with all of heaven’s 
blessings. 


All is Yours. Act Right! 
Don’t act like the elder brother of the prodigal Son. 


That young man was very loyal to his father, yet he was very 
broke. 


He had no idea that all his Father’s wealth belonged to him. 
He spent his life waiting for the day his father would give him 
a young goat to enjoy in feast with his friends. But the young 
goat never came. 


Frustration built up in him. 


Resentment welled up in him. 
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And even though he was still loyal to his father, his heart was 
now full of bitterness against his brother. 


When his brother returned home, he refused to rejoice. He 
even refused to go in. 


He couldn’t celebrate because he was consumed by the 
bitterness of what he felt he was lacking. 


His father had to come out to him and give him a little 
education: 


Luk 15:31: "And he said unto him, Son, thou art ever with 
me, and all that I have is thine." 


Many Christians unfortunately are still acting like the elder 
brother of the prodigal son. 


They are constantly consumed with anger, frustration, and 
bitterness, because they feel they are lacking some blessing 
or the other. 


This has caused many Christians to lose their desire for soul 
winning. Instead of saving the lost, many Christians are busy 
looking for one blessing or the other. 


They have refused to see that all things which belong to the 
Father are theirs. 


Many Christians are wasting valuable time crying and 
begging for blessings. This is absurd. 


They need to take note of the word of God. 


Eph 1:3: "Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who HATH blessed us with ALL SPIRITUAL blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ:" 
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Take note: He has blessed... it’s already done. Finished. 
Completed. 


Take note also: ...”all spiritual blessings” 


There is nothing left to bless you. Father has showered it all 
upon us. Get it straight and stop begging. 


Act Right. It’s a disgrace to be begging for things that are 
already yours. Father has lavished all the riches of his 
kingdom on you. 


1Cor 3:21: "Therefore let no man glory in men. For all things 
are yours;" 


The Spirit Reveals the Blessings 


If you are not seeing the blessings manifesting in your life, 
that’s because you have not yet allowed the Holy Spirit to 
show them to you. 


You are trying to work for things which God has freely given 
to all his Children. 


It is only by the Spirit of God that you can discover your 
blessings. 


1Cor 2:12: “Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, 
but the Spirit which is of God; that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God.” 


The Spirit of the world is the Spirit of greed. It’s the Spirit 
that selfishly tries to accumulate physical properties. 


The Spirit of the world has no value for intangible things. It 
only recognizes those things which the physical eyes can see. 
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Those who operate by the spirit of the world will never find 
the riches of God. 


We have not received the Spirit of the world. We have received 
the Spirit of God. 


Only those who are led by the spirit of God can locate the 
riches of God’s kingdom. 


The Spirit of God makes you know those things which are 
freely given to you by God. 


It is therefore clear that there is nothing which God has 
withheld from us his Children. Nothing. 


Rom 8:32: "He that spared not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all, how shall he not with him also freely give 
us ALL THINGS?" 


If he could give us Christ Jesus, is there anything left that he 
would not give to you? 
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CHAPTER 13: 
YOU ARE DEARLY LOVED 


KKKKK 


My Cousin, Gideon, visited me one weekend. And while we 
were chatting that evening, I happened to ask him if he had 
anything wrong within his body. He said he did, and then he 
explained to me that he suffered from sciatica and bulging 
disks. 


He had tried to lift up a heavy object and in the process 
injured his lower spine. 


I laid my hands on his lower back and gave thanks to God. 


After few seconds, he stood up and stretched himself and 
couldn't find any pain. 


He was completely healed. 


KKKKK 


Words cannot explain the love which God has for you his 
Son. It’s beyond description. 


1Jn 4:10: "Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be the propitiation for our sins." 


God has displayed an amazing love towards us in that he 
sent his son to be the payment for our sins. 
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This is love the world does not understand. 

This is love the world cannot imagine. 

This is love the world cannot reproduce 

And this is the love the world finds difficult accepting. 

We have been loved and we remain loved by an uncommon 
love of the Father. Let’s see some of the things God’s love has 


done for us: 


Eph 2:4-6: "4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great 
love wherewith he loved us, 


5S Even when we were dead in sins, hath quickened us 
together with Christ, by (grace ye are saved;) 


6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit together 
in heavenly places in Christ Jesus:" 


The bible describes God’s love for us as a great love 
There is no love greater than this. 


His gave us life even while we were dead in sin, and brought 
us out of that pit of darkness. 


He didn’t stop there. 


He raised us up and gave us a seat right there together with 
Christ. The highest position available. 


There should be absolutely no doubt in your heart that God 
loves you immeasurably. 
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Rom 8:37: "Nay, in all these things we are more than 
conquerors through him that loved us." 


The love of God is a conquering love. It’s a love that enables 
us to conquer all oppositions of life. 


We are more that conquerors through God who loved us. 
His love for us has made all things available to us. 
His love for us gives us all of heaven’s backing. 


Wherever we are, when we call, heaven answers because we 
are Children of the Father’s love. 


The Angels of God are at our side because God has given 
them charge concerning us, to keep us from falling. 


Know How Much He Loves You 

It is God’s desire that you know and understand how much 
he loves you, even though his love is beyond our mental 
capacity to comprehend. 

Eph 3:19: "And to know the love of Christ, which passeth 
knowledge, that ye might be filled with ALL THE FULLNESS 
of God." 


You should come to the full knowledge that your Father loves 
you immeasurably. 


You are an object of his total love. 


Now, there is more to come: 
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The word of God declares that we are inseparable from God’s 
love. 


God will not and cannot stop loving us. 
Because he will not and cannot stop loving Christ Jesus. 


The same love with which he loves his Son Jesus Christ, 
that’s the same love with which he loves all who are in Christ. 


John 17:23 Iin them, and thou in me, that they may be made 
perfect in one; and that the world may know that thou hast 
sent me, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. 


This love is not a secret thing. God wants the whole world to 
know how much he loves us. 


He wants you to know how much he loves you and that 
nothing can separate you from his love which is in Christ 
Jesus. 


Rom 8:38-39 For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, 39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 


In whatever position you find yourself, there is one constant 
fact you must never forget: God loves you dearly. 


Everyone who is in Christ is dearly beloved of God. 
A question here arises: 


Seeing the great love with which God loves us, what manner 
of persons are we supposed to be? 


112 


The Bible gives us a straight answer: 


1Jn 4:11: “Beloved, if God so loved us, we ought also to love 
one another.” 


We should replicate his love towards others. 
As he is, so are we in this world. 

God is love, we also must be love. 

Manifest God’s Love 


We are not to enjoy God’s love and hate others around us. It 
doesn’t work that way. 


The love which we have received from Father must radiate 
through us to others in the world. 


He has loved us with an uncommon love. 
We must love others with an uncommon love too. 


John 15:17: "These things I command you, that ye love one 
another." 


We have no option in this matter. 


It has been issued as a command. We must love one another. 


The selfishness that pervades the Christian world today is 
abominable. 


Many have become lovers of self, lovers of money and seekers 
of pleasure. 
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Even God’s children are being tempted away by the 
selfishness of the so-called Christians. 


Nevertheless, we must endeavor to walk in love... 

Eph 5:2: "And walk in love, as Christ also hath loved us, and 
hath given himself for us an offering and a sacrifice to God 
for a sweetsmelling savor." 

God’s love will propel you to preach the kingdom of God. 


God’s love will move you to heal the sick. 


God’s love will make you help the poor, the needy and the 
orphans. 


But most importantly, God’s love will keep you from sin. 
1Jn 4:19: "We love him, because he first loved us." 


Don’t Keep Offense 


One of the things that most commonly and easily trap 
believers in the web of the devil is holding offenses. 


Offenses must come, Jesus declared. 


It’s impossible to live in this world without being offended 
(tempted to sin) by someone. 


But when you nurse that grudge and hold offenses against 
that individual, you fall into Satan’s trap. 


The Bible clearly declares in 1 John 2:9, “He that saith he is 
in the light and hateth his brother is in darkness even until 


” 


now. 
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In other words, such a person who hold offenses and bears a 
grudge is in prison. 


It’s a self-imposed prison. 

You ought to get out of that prison right now. 
How? 

Simple: Forgive! 


God loves you dearly, you ought also to love your neighbor 
dearly. 


Who is your neighbor? 
Anyone you come into contact with is your neighbor. 


But when you hold an offense against your neighbor, you 
hurt yourself more than you hurt that person. 


Offenses puts you out of contact with God.
